COSTING BOSTON 


MILLION YEARLY 
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Engineer Emerson of ‘Finance. 


Commission Says There Is Not : 
More’ Than $300,000. An-. 


nually for Rebuilding Avenues | 


According to figures of an official of 
the, finance commission Boston spends 
about $1,000,000 every year patching 
holes in its streets and not more than 
$300,000 on an average in the work of 
rebuilding wornout streets. 

Inefficiency of the street paving 


division of the department of public 
works, due largely to the outcome of a 
system which makes the department 


earry on its payrolls men who should} 


work in other departments and the new 
pension system are given as two of the 
reasons for this lack of results as com- 
pared with expenditure. 

According to Guy C. Emerson, consult- 
ing engineer of the finance commission, 
the causes operating against the 100 
per cent efficient use of the average ap- 
propriation of $1,300,000 Boston. makes 
its streets are: 


Five Reasons Stated 


First—No. substantial increase in an- 


nual appropriation during recent years. 

Second—lIncreased street area of which | 
care must be taken. 

Third—Increased teaming and automo- | 
bile traffic. 

Fourth—Greater portion of annual ap- 
propriation spent on day labor force on 
account of increases in wages and pen- 
sions. 

Fifth——Decreasing efficiency in the day. 
labor force on account of inefficient su-. 
pervision and the use of the paving ser- 
vice as a place to employ men who have 
been found unfit for the duties in other 
service. 

The finance commission engineer says 
that of the average $1,300,000 set aside 
for street work each year $600.000 is 
spent on thé payrolls of the force 
alone and $400,000 for materials while 
not more than $300,000 is used actually 
for rebuilding or new streets. This $300,- 
000 is’ paid out to. contractors, for the 
city as a general thing has its streets 
repaved under the contract system, 
-Aecording to Engineer Emerson this 
million-dollar expenditure on the day 
labor force of the city accomplishes no 
more in a year than $300,000 spenf upon 
contract work on the,streets would ac- 
complish, He says the city actually gets 
for $1,300,000 no more than the equiva- 
lent of $500,000 or $600,000 worth of 
work if it were done under an efficient 
system, as the day labor force of the city 
is carried four months every year: when 
a minimum amount of’ practical work 
can be accomplished. 

Under the last preceding city adminis- 
tration two raises in wages were given 
the men of the street paving division, 
this amounting to about $25,000 a yehr, 
while the new pension law added about ; 
$31,000 more, thus adding an expenditure 
of $56,000 evéry year to the cost of main- 
taining the division without increasing 
the results it i¢ supposed to accomplish. 


No Money for New Work 


Mr. Emerson explained that whefi the 
appropriation for street work is‘ cut*to 
$1,000,000 no money is available for new 
paving for the streets. This year. the} 
paving budget asked by former Commis- 
sioner Rourke was. $1,726,368 while the 
mayor in his .estimate - allowed . but 
$1,136,368. That, according to the finance 
commission’s reckoning, would leave 
about $135,000 available for new street 
work, 

Results of -its inquiry into the con-. 
dition of Boston’s streets’ and the vari- 
ous causes leading. thereto are to be de- 
tailed in an exhaustive, report the finance 
commission expects to make soon to 
Mayor Curley. According to Chairman 
John R. Murphy ofthe commission an 
inquiry was conducted info the’ condi- 
tion of the streets in 1913 and 1914 and 
very little work remains to be done td 
bring the report uP to date. According |~ 
to Chairman Murphy the report. to the:

This move was announced at the 
Imperial Legislative Council in Delhi re- 
cently, by the Hon. W. H. Clark, the 
member of the government of India who 
is specially ‘charged with commercial 
and industria] interests. In stating his 
reasons for the adoption of this ex. 
pedient, Mr. Clark said that when 
prices began to rise last October there 
was good ground for assuming that 
there were still considerable stocks in 
the country; but “an extra demand of 
over 200,000 tons. was made on them 
for seed for the additional 6,000,000 
acres put under wheat, an amount more 
than twice as large.as the total exports | 
authorized between Dec. 1 and March 
31. This was a serious deduction from 
existing stocks which inquiries made 
under the ordinance have shown to be 
extremely low, probably the lowest in 
proportion to the wheat consuming pop- 
ulation for many years past.” These 
eonditions,,. Mr. Clark indicated, were 
partially responsible for the failure of 
the prohibition of exports to lowér 
prices, 


Dardanelles 


Mr. Clark then went on to mention 
that the Dardanelles were closed just 
when the Russian crop was beginning to 
move and probably 2,000,000 tons. of 
Russian wheat were locked up in the 
Black sea. Australia had had bad crops, 
and the harvesting had been delayed 
in the Argentine. The serious aspect of 
the case from the Indian point of view, 
he said, is the intensity of the demand, 
which, unless. the Russian crop is re>.

But they regarded these profits as in a 
different. category to the ordinary. reve- 
nue and they hope that it might be pos- 
stble to make’some arrangement by 
which such -profits would be earmarked

' (apecial to The Christian Sciepre Monftor) 
‘ROME, Italy—A recent discovery in 
Pompeii is that of a vast halll, the en-

Blueberry Pie—Line a deep pie plate 
with rich crust.

cup of cold water. Bake in a moderate 
oven until top crust is a good brown. 
This is a very juicy pie, but if baked 
slowly it will not run over.

Raspberry Jam Pudding—Put into a 
clean Saucepan two heaping tablespoan- 
fuls of red raspberry jain and one tabie- 
spoonful of red currant jelly; add 1% 
cups of water, one ounce of gelatine dis- 
solved in cold water, one cup of sugar, 
and stir over the fire until all is dis- 
solved.

Beat 
until the mixture begins to thicken, then 
pour into a wet mold. Serve with some 
dainty cake.

»matron ‘and a laundry does the laundry 


work free, the telephone eompany fur- 
nishes, the telephone, and the entire un- 
dertaking is a eooperative one. Many 
mothers leave their children with “the 
matron while they do -their shopping. 
The room is kept in such condition that 
it is an example of good housekeeping.

Out to Specified Consignees i in 
United Kingdom. Before Cross- 
ing United, States. Boundary

OTTAWA, Ont.—A revised and con- 
solidated order-in-council, which became 
effective on April 50, has heen. issued to 
collectors of customs. It supersedes: all 
previous orders relating to prohibited ex- 
ports. In the list of goods. permitted to 
be exported to the United’ Kingdom via 
the United States the order-in-council 
provides that the bills of lading must 
be made out to specified consignees’ in 
the United Kingdom before the goods are 


permitted to cross the frontier into the | 
United States, while shipments exported | 


to foreign countries through the United 
States can only be made after the ship- 
pér has procured from the customs de- 
partment at Ottawa a license or dispen- 


sation, which must be delivered to the. 


officials at the port of exit. from Canada 
before exportation is permitted.

Trefry ~ Before 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee Says Taking Over 
Stocks Will Reduce Taxes!

The House ways and means committee 


took up today what it is hoped will be}. 


the final hearing om the Boston & Maine} 
bill, -which already has been the subject 
of fairly continuous hearings since the 
middle of February. 

Speaker Cox was tlie first speaker, tell- 
ing the committee that he appeared solely 
to call to the attention of the members 
the fact that presiding officers havé re- 
peatedly ruled that it is not within the 


province of the ways and means .com~ 


mittee to amend a measure referred to: it 
in any but~its financial section’, and 
he hoped that the committee would con- 
fine its consideration to those sections 
and return the bill to the House as 
speedily as is consistent with a thorough 
consideration of its effect upon the 
finances of thé commonwealth, Chair- 
man Hull then asked all those present 
to confine themselves to the financia’ 
questions, 


Section 8 Affected 


Seantor Clarencé W. Hobbs, chairman 
of the railroad committee,. said he un- 
derstod that section 8 is the only one 
affecting the finances of the state, and 
its eect is only indirect in that it may 
change the amount to be collected by 
the commonwealth in the franehise tax. 
On that point, he said, the committee 
consulted the tax commissioner, who 
advised the committee that in his opin- 
ion the section was a reasonable one, 
and simply. carried out the purpose of 
the committee to avoid possible deuble 
tdxation of Boston & Maine stock. 

Asked to what extent this section 
might decrease the revenue of the state, 
Senator Hobbs ‘replied that he would 
prefer that the tax commisisoner should 
answer the question. 

Conrad W. Crooker, representing Wil- 
liam B: Lawrence, the largest individual 
stockholder of the Boston & Maine, con- 
tended that the bill as-a whole affected 
the revenue to be derived from the state 
from taxation of the Boston & Maine 
and therefore ought to be open to dis- 
cussion, rather: than limiting remarks 
to section 8 and other financial sec- 
tions. 

Chairman Hull of the committee re- 
plied that under previous rulings of 
speakers. of the House the committee can 
only the financial sections. It 
might, however, recommend changes in 
other sections. Mr: Crooker gave way 
to Tax Commisisoner Trefry. 


Mr. Trefry was asked to tell just how] 


the bill affects the franchise tax on the 
Boston & Maine which is collected by 
the state. He replied that as he under- 
stood the: section it would allow the new 
Boston & Mane corporation to take over 
the stock of the subsidiary lines at a 
reduction in value and that the state 
would lose the consequent reduction in 
taxes. 

Mr. Lomasney inquired how much the 
state derived from the. present tax on the 
Boston & Maine. Boston & Lowell, and 
other leased lines. Mr. Trefry could-not 
say off-hand but promised to submit the 
figures late today or tomorrow.

Coach * Was ; Believes 19f8 
Boat Has*Good Chance of De- 
feating Yale First Year: Men 
This Summer at New London 


Coach J. S. Wray-sof the Harvard 
crews, states that he considers the Crim- 
son freshman first. eight considerably 
stronger than, the 1917 freshmen: were 
at this time last year, and that their 
chances of defeating the Yale 1918 crew 
at New London June 25*are very bright 
indeed. He also says that a shakeup’ is 
due before long and that many of the 
men willbe shifted, and some may lose 
their places in the shell, so that other 
men may be tried out, although the way 
the freshmen are rowing now is. the} 
strongest. combination that” has ‘ been 
brought out this* season. With the 
present lineup, the freshmen raced, the 
varsity eight over a two-mile course 
with a two lengths handicap recently, 
aad the 1918 oarsmen were defeated by 
the varsity by only a very few fnches. 

Two of the ‘men in the first. shell 
prepared for Harvard at Noble & Green- 
ough, and were-members of the first 
crew at the preparatory school for two 
years. They..are Morrill Wiggin of 
Brookline and Moseley Taylor of Boston. 
Wiggin is stroking: the first freshman 
eight, and it is thought that he will hold 
his position even after the shifts are 
made, as he stroked for Noble & Green- 
ough, and is the steadiest freshman that 
has reported this year. The other Noble 
& Greenough man on the first 1918‘crew 
is rowing at number 2, and his work is 
good, although he may be Shifted before 
long: to some other seat in the boat.

The Ancient Records of Mexico’ 


to which attention must be directed is | 


found in -those ‘pinturas’ or paintings 


by which various Mexican states kept |

their chronological records. In 
greater states these records were often 
exceedingly full of detail, indicating 
the incidence of festivals, sacrifices, 
tributes, and the general annual round 
of the life of people.” These collec- 
tions of facts were “embodied in painted 
representations of the. events detailed by 
artists who were trained from youth in 
the execution of emblematic draughts- 
manships They were depicted in bright 
and unmistakable colors with a’ brush 
of feathers on parchments, paper, or 
rolls of cotton and cloth manufactured 
from *the fiber of the aloe and were 
usually painted upon both sides. These 
records were folded and the ends ecov-- 
ered by boards. They were interpreted 
by amamatini, or ‘readers’ who had 
learned by heart the story they told, 
and in reality they were only a mne- 
monic aid to the traditional histories 
of the several pueblos, It was upon 
together with the tra- 
ditional lore which accompanied them, 
that the early Spanish historians relied 
for the basis of their histories of the 
Mexican people,” 

“The more enlightened literati of Eu- 
rope took steps to have copies 
of the more important pinturas made by 
such executants of the art as still sur- 
vived, and to have added to them inter- 
pretations taken viva voce from the na- 
tive readers themselves. These, which

are known as interpretive Codices, are 
of considerable value in the elucidation 
of Mexican history and life, and Ahree 
are still preserved. These three Codices 
have’ but little in common. The Vat- 
ican manuscripts deal specially with 
Mexican mythology and the calendar. 
The Paris or Telleriano-Rememsis Codex 
gives some details regarding the early 
settlement of the various pueblos, and, 
with the Oxford Codex, furnishes a his-. 


‘torical chronicle which is lacking in the 


Vatican Codex. The Oxford Codex :is 
chiefly remarkable, ‘however, for the full 
list it gives of those pueblos’ which were 
in a state of vassalage to Mexico, with 
their tributes, and, on the whole, consid- 
ering the other details furnished by it, 
must be regardéd as the most important 
of the three as an aid to the elucidation 
of the history of the Mexican people. 

“It will readily be recognized that such 
pinturas as were recovered from the 
ruins of the Mexican civilization, unac- 
companied as they were by interpreta- 
tions, are of considerably less import- 
ance to the’ student of Mexican history.

LANDOR’S LITERARY CRAFTSMANSHIP 


Without wholly praising his subject, 
‘George E. Woodberry, in an essay on 
Walter Savage Landor, shows that Lan- 
dor is a fascinating puzzle which he, in 
common with other literary, people, 
cannot lay aside. He says: “His work 
that 
characterize high art, but it lacks an 
intimate relation with the general’ life 
of men; it sets forth formal beauty, as 
painting does,” but he thinks that 
beauty does not pass into thought. He 
says: 

“In examining the work of Landor as 
a whole, and endeavoring to understand 
somewhat the’ public indifference to it, 
the answer has been found in its objec- 
tivity and its discontinuity, both spring- 
ing from the effacement of his personal- 
ity as an active power; or, in other 


| words, in the fact that, by failing to link 


his images with his thoughts, and his 
thoughts one with another, so as to 
make them tell.on the mind, and especi- 
ally by eliminating the romantic ele- 
ment . . he failed to bring his work 
into sympathetic and helpful relations 
with the general emotional and intellee- 
tual life of men. 

“Why, then, do the most sensitive 
and discriminating critics,’ asked Mr. 
Woodberry, “list themselves in Landor’s 
favor? _ They are, without exception, 
fellow-workers with him in the craft 
of literature,. They have, by their. con- 
tinued eulogy of him, mfade it a sign 
of refinement to be charmed by him, a 
proof of unusually a taste to praise 

y their very diver- 


‘gence in opinion from the crowd, seem 


to claim uncommon sensibilities; and 
the coterie is certainly one-_of the high- 
est order, intellectually: Browning, 
Lowell, Swinburne, to name no more, 
They are all literary men. They are 
loud in.their plaudits of his workman- 
ship, but are noticeably guarded in their 
commendation of. his entire contents; 


the passages for which they exprey 


unstinted enthusiasm are few. Landor 
was, beyond doubt, a master-workman, 
and skill in workmanship is dear to the 
craft; others may feel its effects, but 
none appreciate it with the keen relish 
of the professional author. The fulness, 
power and harmony of Landor’s lan- 
guage are clearly evident in his earliest 
work. He had-the gift of literary ex- 
pression from his youth, and “in his 
mature .work it shows as careful and 
high cultivation as such a gift ever re- 
ceived from its possessor. 
give keener point. and smoother polish 
to a short sentence; none could thread’ 
the intricaties of. long and involved con- 
struetions more unerringly. He had at 


command all the grammatical resources }. 
of lucidity, though he did not always} 
care to employ them. He knew all the }- 


devices of prose composition to concéal 
and to disclose; to bring the common- 
place to issue in the unexpected; to lead 
upy ‘to soften, to hesitate, to declaim;

Immigration and Economic Needs 


SOLUTION of the controversy over terms of admis- 
sion of emigrants to the United States will always be on 
Sentiment, reason and eco- 
tomic need have to be reckoned with by any statesman, 
political leader or social reformer who defines a workable 
national policy. Sometimes one of these forces dom- 
i , and sometimes another ; but they cannot be disas- 

d in any legislation or in the execution of any 
polt Failure to see this has brought to naught many 
pians of persons and of societies working for or against 
restriction, according as they have omitted from their 
calculations one or the other factor. 

The contemporary chronicler, with a memory, must 
see that discussion of the issue today is in many*respects 
more practical and rational and less sentimental and doc- 
trinaire than it used to be. The forces at, work, urging 


_ er deprecating new tests, are forced to do their campaign- 


ing more in the open. The witnesses pro and con know 
more about actual facts of the emigrant’s past and of 
his potential powers than they used to know. The arti- 
ficial and induced character of much of the migration and 
the methods by which persons are separated from their 
homes and their traditions and led to set forth across 
Scas are patent now. So also is the power of the organiza- 


“tiens of immigrants and their descendants who, having 


been admitted to the country, insist that their kindred 
Or their friends and countrymen also shall be received. 

Illumination on these important details of the con- 
troversy must to a considerable extent be credited to an 
wcreasing group of specialists in the government’s 
employ, or attached to the international Y. M. C. A., 
Or serving as teachers in the universities, men who have 
mastered the facts of the case and:are able to speak 
authoritatively about the subject in all its phases. It is 
from these men that the public is learning to deal with 
the matter more rationally. They are not without senti- 
mient; but they believe fully in the ethical right and duty 
of a country Carefully to control such increase of popula- 
tion. They see the economic demand for a full supply 
G? relatively inexpensive labor; but they do not believe 
that this “want’’ should always be treated as if it «were 


‘synonymous with a national “need.” 


One of this group of experts who addressed the recent 
meeting of the American Academy of Political and Social 
Science urged seizure of the present opportune time to 
establish within the department that enforces the immi- 
gration law a staff empowered to adjust real national 
needs to the increased “supply” that will follow the end- 
ing of the war and the exodus, which he, Prof. Frank 
J. arne, thinks will then take place. No such discrim- 
ination based on an economic test is likely to be authorized

opinion will have been educated to support a policy allow- 
ing for regulation to benefit all of the proved interests 
of the nation. The moral right to impose such restric- 
tions for moral ends will be more generally conceded. 
The- officials operating the system will be more fully 
trusted and hence given more discretionary power.. Pasz 


sion and prejudice between descendants of early settlers- 


and newer race stocks seeking admission will be less acute 
than they are now. 

But that day is not so near as it was, owing to the 
effect of the European war on the great variety of 
“nationals” that help to make up the republic. The feuds 
that have caused the war have crossed the Atlantic, and 
are smoldering in the United States. This fact cannot 
but have some effect on congressional action when Wash- 


ington lawmakers next face the immigration issue. 


Synthetic Teaching 


SyNnTHETIC methods of teaching seem likely’ to 
engross the attention of progressive educationalists, and

international relationship.

Theaters With Ideals 


SUMMARIES of the theater season just closing now 
appearing in magazines’ of importance that rate the thea- 
ter as a cultural factor with which they must reckon, 
agree in contrasting the relative success of what one of 
them is pleased to call “the non-commercial’ . type. 
While conditions in general have been far from pleasing 
tc managers and to players, and while several of the 
important producing syndicates have succumbed, there 
has been loyal support for community ventures with stock 
companies and for playhouses backed by persons- with 
ideals, whether as mianagets-or as directors representing 
group, neighborhood or academic interests. That scru- 
tiny beneath the surface in some of the enterprises cited 
ky these writers would reveal a generosity onthe part 
of a few persons in meeting deficits, we venture to believe. 
But, after such discount is made, it sfill is true that some 
of the conspicuous instances of popular approval of, the 
season have gone to the “little theaters’ and to play- 
wrights and players that have dared to proffer either 
the classics of the past or*the best work of the most 
important of contemporary producers.. 

Credit for this measure of public support at a time 
when the theater for many persons of taste (but also of 
moderate income) has become a luxury, is, in our opinion, 
due in no small part to the presence in the larger urban 
centers of so many persons for whom, during their uni- 
versity or college training, dramatic literature and play 
attendance became instruments of pleasure and of profit. 
No other recent expansion of attention and sympathy 
by higher educational institutions toward a previously 
underestimated and often despised cultural agency has 
had such immediate proaf of its worth as the study which 
the men’s universities and the colleges for women have 
given to stagecraft, dramatic literature and the theater 
as a civic educational factor. Add a constituency so 
trained to the non-academic one always existent that 
knows good acting and a good play, because trained from 
youth to discriminate through steady comparison of 
plays and players, and there is a respectable minority 
waiting for small theater enterprises such as are fast 
taking root throughout the country. 

To the influence of the universities and schools must 
be added that of the national drama league with its many 
chapters, large enrolment and flexible and varied plan 
of operation, an organization at which some cynics affect 
to scoff, but which manages every year to increase its 
range of influence, and to assemble for its annual con- 
ference some of the kest dramatic critics, ablest profes- 
sors in universities and most public-spirited citizens of 
the country. | 

The net effect upon play production in the United 
States of the combined efforts,of persons who take the 
theater seriously rises year by year to a higher point, 
and we believe it is not likely ever to recede in any 
substantial way. Hitherto an urban matter largely, 


reform is now going on in rural districts, where it is 


being shown that the acted’ play and the pageant, like 
the motion picture, go far toward ‘making village resi-

confronted. College tradition adds its distinctive and force- 
ful factor to the campus affairs of the undergraduate, 
particularly in the older seats of learning. -A good tfadi- 
tion makes it easy to accomplish things worth while 
without the spasmodic campaigns that characterize‘many 
younger institutions. Students are often more zealous 
to uphold the ancient customs of their college than about 
anything else connected with it. * Certain” traditional! 
habits, often humorotis, sometimes coubtful in. charac- 


ter, have grown-up in nearly every North American 


college.

An old:account of activities at Cambridge tells of. 


the manner in which both occupant and furniture of a 
freshman’s room were menaced by a missile as big as 
a cantaloupe that. was thrown into it.

_The students of the middle West and of the far West 


of the United States.are-more sensible of their freedom : 


from the past than are eastern undergraduates. They 
realize that they are-at least a hundred years behind 
eastern colleges in the -dignity of their tradi- 
tions, and they therefore seek to crystallize college feel- 


ing in college customs; but their customs do not inter- 


fere with progress, as sometimes happens in the East, 
and a question is usually decided on its merits quite 
regardless of precedent or of policies.

Notes and Comments 


THE sale, for £450, of five leaves of the manuscript 


of The Pickwick Papers, in London, and the presentation 


of them to the nation, draws attention to the remarkable 
rarity of the pages of this particular manuscript, There 
is, in the South Kensington-museum, a wonderful collec- 
tion of Dickens manuscripts, preserved by Mr. Forster; 


but there are no remnants of Pickwick amongst these. ' 


The book was written, in parts, ata time when the author 


_was_ making his reputation, and’ the bulk of the mand- - 
‘script has since disappeared. In all forty pages, “and 


forty pages only, are known to exist. Of these thirty- 
two pages, including Mr. Pickwick’s. visit to Bath and the 
“Legend:of Price Bladud,” are in New York, where one 
other single page is also preserved. One other page is 
amongst the treasures of the British Museum, and yet 
another; from chapter twenty-eight, describing the con- 
versation between Mr. Pickwick and Mrs. Wardle,.at the 
wedding breakfast, is contained in a famous edition of 
The five pages, re- 
cently knocked down at Christie’s, containing that part 
of the nineteenth chapter which relates Mr. Weller’s 
story of the pieman, will, presumably, now be added to 
the page already preserved in the British Museum, ‘or to 
the manuscripts at South Kensington.
